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Reilly. In the first part, the singing of Madame Gilbert in "I know 
that my Redeemer liveth," and that of Mr. Welch in " Why do the 
nations," appeared to give the greatest satisfaction to the numerous 
audieiice. Madame Gilbert's rendering of the Soprano music of the 
Stabal Mater was everything that could be desired, and the singing 
of the other principals careful and praiseworthy. 

A Lecture delivered by Mr. G. A. Macfarren, at 

the Royal Institution, on the 20th ult., was of a character which we 
believe destined to supersede the conventional musical patchwork 
discourses, in which the audience are brought together to hear a 
concert, illustrated by a lecture. The theme was " English Church 
Music ; " and Mr. Macfarren, who had evidently thought out his 
subject, as an earnest artist should do before he begins to talk about 
it, ably sketched the gradual progress of sacred music from the 
earliest times ; and snowed how the Chant, the Anthem, and other 
portions of our Church Service, had grown up from the requirements 
of the age ; and how abuses had stealthily crept in, from time to 
time, which could only be reformed by the exertions of those zealous 
workers in the cause who held that purity in religion and purity in 
music must always co-exist, the one inevitably declining with the 
other. Mr. Macfarren' s eloquent lecture was listened to with the 
utmost interest; and we should be glad if so instructive a discourse 
could be given at some Institution where the audience was not 
necessarily of so exclusive a character. 

On Monday evening, the 2nd ult,, a concert was 

given at the St. George's United Methodists Free Church, Cannon- 
street, Commercial-road, E., in aid of the trust funds. The chair 
was taken by W. Foster, Esq., who contributed much to the happi- 
ness of the evening by his brief but appropriate remarks at the 
conclusion of -each anthem. The programme consisted of a selection 
of sacred music from i he works of Beethoven, Gounod, Himmel, 
Clarke Whitfeld, Novello, Goss, &c. The principal solos were well 
sung toy Miss Brooks, Mr. McArthur, Mr. Quebe, & Mr. Francis Ray. 
The whole of the musical arrangement were under the direction of 
Mr. Henry Skinner, whose praiseworthy and gratuitous services 
received a well-merited response by prolonged applause. 

City Sacred Harmonic Society. — A new society 

under this title has just been established at Finsbury Chapel, City. 
The opening night took place on the 28th March. This society is 
professedly established " for the practice and performance of Ora- 
torios and other works of the best masters; it having been felt that 
such a desideratum would be a .-boon to a great many amateurs." 
The Rev. Alex. McAuslane took the chair. Upwards of one hun- 
dred ladies and gentlemen have enrolled their names as members. 
Handel's Messiah is in rehearsal. 

Among those who perished in the steamer London 

was a youth named Angel, an officer of the ill-fated ship. He was 
the son of the Organist of Exeter Cathedral, and a grandson of the 
late Mr. Corfe, Organist of the Salisbury Cathedral. The relatives 
of the youth have placed a tablet to his memory iu Salisbury 
Cathedral and the Dean and Chapter of Exeter Cathedral are about 
to erect a tablet to his memory in their Cathedral. This tablet will 
contain his name, age, and the following words : — "A truerhearted 
and dauntless sailor, counting duty more precious than life, he re- 
mained at his post to the last, and was seen by the survivors with 
his hand still upon the engine of which he was in charge, calmly 
awaiting death when the waters closed over the ship. In testimony 
of his worth, and in token of sympathy with his bereaved parents, 
this tablet, simple as becomes the rare simplicity of his character, 
is here placed by the Dean and Chapter. * I will bring my people 
again from the depths of the sea.' Psalm xlviii., 22."

We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions expressed in this 
Summary ; as all the notices are either collated from the local papers, or 
supplied to us by occasional correspondents. 

Andover. — The third concert of sacred music was 

given on the 9th ult., by the members of the Andover Choral Society, 
under the direction of Mr. Snary. The programme was not a long 
one, but it contained a selection of good music, much of which was 
sung with precision and expression. The first part opened with 
Mendelssohn's overture to St. Paul, and the second part with the 
overture to Deborah, both of which were arranged as pianoforte 
duets, and played by Miss Shaw and Miss Snary, with great even- 
ness and accuracy. The first piece of vocal music was The Pil- 
grims, by Leslie, which almost bears the character of a prayer set 
to music, being of an intensely devotional nature. For an opining 
piece it was fairly done. Mr. Claypole followed, with the tenor air, 
"In native worth" (Creation), and next came Mendelssohn's 
beautiful unaccompanied quartet, " Cast thy burden," sang by Miss 
Clarke, Messrs. Newby, Cross, and W. Beare. with great taste. 
Another quartett from Elijah, given afterwards by the same four, 
"01 come everyone that thirsteth," was decidedly the best concerted 
performance of the concert, and was thoroughly appreciated. The 
trio, " On Thee each living soul," (Miss Clarke, Mr. R. Footner, aud 
Mr. W. Beare) was also an excellent performance. The Sanctus 
and Credo from Mozart's 12th Mass were fairly sung by the Society. 
The bass duet, " The Lord is a man of war" by Mr. Cross and Mr. 
E. Clarke, was also very successful, especially considering that Mr. 
Clarke was labouring under a severe cold. The air from the Messiah, 
" He was despised," was exceedingly well sung by Mr. Snary. The 
second part of the programme contained, as a distinguishing feature, 
an anthem of Mr. Snary's own composing, In which occurred a well 
written quartet for male voices, led by Mr. Snary himself. This 
composition elicited the most unqualified expressions of admiration. 
Mr. R. Footner sang the recitative " Ye people," aud air, "If with 
all your hearts,"' from Elijah, in his very best style ; indeed we have 
rarely heard the air better given by an amateur. An excellent per- 
formance, too, was the chorus, "Happy andblest,'*froin^.F«w/, and 
" Eia Mater" from the Stabat Mater, though the latter was scarcely 
as well understood as some of the other music. Mr. R. Fox de- 
claimed "Thou shalt break them," from the Messiah, and the concert 
and the session closed with the Hallelujah chorus, which was given 
with much energy and precision. The concert, taken as a whole, 
appeared to give great satisfaction to the subscribers. 

Bagnalstown.— A Concert was given here by Mr. 

R. Pryor on the 20th ult., assisted by his two little singers, Mr. T. 
Keogh, and a number of amateurs. Mr. Keogh played two Cornet 
Solos with Pianoforte accompaniment in a very superior style. 
Miss Berry, although suffering from cold and only eleven years old, 
was very attractive, her high notes beingthe subject of considerable 
comments. Master Pryor also gained applause. The amateurs 
rendered good assistance in the Choruses, and shewed considerable 
improvement upon their last efforts. Mr. Pryor conducted and ac- 
companied throughout, and sang " The Blacksmith," so as to call 
forth an encore. He also played two Solos, and Nos. 1, 2, and 3 from 
Book 3, with i, 2, and 6 from Book 4 of Mendelssohn's Lieder Ohm 
Worte. 

Birkenhead. — Mr. Ryalls gave a performance of 

the Messiah on Easter Monday at the Workman's Hall. The principal 
vocalists were the Misses Armstrong, Mrs. Skeaf, Mr. J. P. Willey, 
and Mr. T. J. Hughes. Pianoforte, Mr. Skeaf ; Harmonium, 
Mr. Borst. The Cambrian Choral Society sang the choruses, under 
the direction of Mr. Parry. 

Bristol. — The reputation achieved by Mr. Leigh 

Wilson, before one of the most critical of metropolitan audiences, 
and the manner in which he has since sustained that reputation, 
materially led us to expect that his concert at the Victoria Rooms 
would be a triumphant success. Mr. Wilson has not disappointed 
the expectation of those who most simguinely believed in him. On 
the contrary he has far surpassed them. The large saloon of the 
Victoria Rooms was crowded at his concert on the 16th ult., with a 
most fashionable audience, who evidently understood what they 
went to listen to. and thoroughly appreciated the efforts of those who 
ministered to their delight. Mr. Leigh Wilson did not trust alone 
to the great interest felt in his own performances ; he secured a party 
of artistes to support him, who hold very high positions in the musi- 
cal world. The principal of these were Madame Parepa, Miss Lucy 
Frankiein, a young lady of considerable abilities as a contralto 
vocalist, Mr. Patey, the rising bass singer, and Mr. Sydney Smith, 
a brilliant pianist, and himself the author of many pianoforte com- 
positions; the members of the Clifton Vocal Union having been 
retained for the rendering of part songs and choruses to create a 
pleasing variety in the programme. Madame Parepa sang several 
solos with her usual effect, and was much applauded. When Mr. 
Leigh Wilson appeared on the platform he received a very hearty 
reception, indicative, we may presume, of his fellow-citizens' ap- 
proval of the past, and encouragement for the future. His solo 
selections were, 4i Then shall the righteous," from Elijah-, "Come, 
if you dare," and " Ah ! never deem my love can change." Mr. 
Wilson displayed considerable taste in his singing, being compelled 
to reappear after the two last pieces mentioned. There was a 
variety of concerted pieces, and several selections by the choralists, 
which must not be forgotten; nor must we omit notice of Mr. 
Sydney Smith's brilliant performances on the piano. The concert, 
taken altogether, was a most gratifying success. 
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Chichester. — The third and last of the Subscrip- 
tion Concerts took place in the Assembly-room on Friday evening, 
the 6th ult. The instrumentalist were Mr. Thorne (Pianoforte), 
Herr Ries (Violin), and M. Paque (Violoncello). The vocalist was 
Madame Louisa Vinnlng. The programme commenced and ended 
with a Trio, the first being Schubert's grand Trio in B flat (Op. 99), 
and the last a Meditation mr Faust, in which the subject in the 
Church scene in Gounod's opera is well worked up for the three 
instruments. Mr. Thome's Solo was Beethoven's grand Sonata in 
C (Op. 53). Mendelssohn's Part-song, "The Hunter's Farewell" 
and Weber's " Jager song " were well sung by the choir. 

Consett, — On Monday, the 26th March, a Grand 

Evening Concert and Entertainment was held in the Derwent Iron 
Compfiny's School-room, in aid of the Consett and Derwent Cricket 
Club Fund. Mr. Carr, L.L.D., was chairman. Mr. R. Spencer pre- 
sided at the Pianoforte with great ability, and played the Overture 
to GuiUuame Tell, &c. The various recitations and songs were all 
well received. 

Dumfries. — On Thursday evening, the 19th ult., 

the Choral Society gave a most successful concert in the Mechanics' 
Hall. The first part of the programme was sacred, and the second 
secular ; the solos and choruses being all admirably sung. The 
soloists were the Misses Lloyd, McEwen, Hammond, and Robson 
and Mr. Gooden. Herr Ludwig led the band, and Mr. Gooden con> 
ducted. 

Edinburgh.— The Saturday evening concerts were 

brought to a successful close on the 31st of March by a compli- 
mentary benefit, given to Mr. M'Laren. the spirited manager. The 
concert was under the patronage of the Right Hon. the Lord Pro- 
vost, who occupied a prominent seat immediately in front of the 
platform. The vocalists were Miss Kirk, Miss Rebecca Isaacs, Miss 
Dunsmore, and Mr. Inkersall, who sang a number of vocal com- 
positions with much effect; and the instrumentalists were Mr. 
Bridgman and Mr. A. C. Mackenzie, the latter a violinist of esta- 
blished reputation. At the conclusion of the concert Mr. M'Laren 
addressed the audience, thanking them for the patronage they had 
bestowed upon his exertions, and pledging himself to continue the 
series of performances next season. The Lord Provost also made a 
speech to the meeting, in which he highly complimented Mr. M'Laren 
for the successful manner in which he had catered for the music- 
loving residents of Edinburgh. — —On Good Friday, a special even- 
ing service was held in St. Patrick's Church, Cowgate. at which 
Rossini's Stabat Mater was performed, with full orchestral accom- 
paniments. There was a large congregation. Shortly after eight 
o'clock. Father Noble, of Leith, entered the church, and standing in 
front of the altar, preached a sermon on the passion of the Saviour 
in the Garden of Gethsemane. At the conclusion of the discourse, 
the Right Rev. Dr. Strain, Bishop of the Diocese, appeared at the 
altar, accompanied by the Rev. Father Corbett, Rev. Mr. Hannan, 
Rev. Mr. O'Donnell, and others, and the service was then proceeded 
with in a most imposing manner. The organ was superseded by a 
large and efficient band of instrumentalists, and there was a'so a 
numerous company of excellent vocalists. Mr. Mellons was the 
conductor; and the leading solo singers were Miss Figgins, Miss 
Hill, Mr. Craven, Mr. Inkersall, and Mr. Rutherford.— — A veiiy 
excellent concert was given in the Hall attached tq Slaney's Hotel, 
on the 5th ult. ; the audience, embracing nearly four hundred of the 
principal residents of Edinburgh, being assembled on the invitation 
of four distinguished musical amateurs of the city. The programme 
was composed almost exclusively of classical music, all of which was 
executed in faultless style, but the performers being all amateurs 
(with the exception of Mr. A. Mackenzie, who gave a solo on the 
violin exceedingly well, and Herr Kuchler, who conducted), it is 
obvious that criticism on their exertions would be out of place. 

Fawley. — The Amateur Choral Society gave its 

second Concert of the third season on Tuesday, the 3rd ult. 
Several ladies of the parish kindly assisted, both as vocalists and 
pianists. Of the former, the audience were especially delighted 
with Mrs. Lang, who has a remarkably fine voice and good expres- 
sion. The Rev. A. M. Hoare and the Rev. F. Pember sang several 
solos, and were heartily encored. At the close of the Concert the 
company present expressed their gratification in a vote of thanks to 
the performers, and to Mr. and Mrs. Smith respectively as conductor 
and accompanyist. 

Glasgow. — The Choral Union gave a performance 

of Mendelssohn's music to the tragedy of (Edipvs in Colonos, in the 
City Hull, on the evening of Monday, 26th March. The readers on 
this occasion were Miss Murray, of Edinburgh, and Mr. Henry 
Nicholls, of London, who sustained their parts very creditably. 
The band and chorus were exceedingly strong, numbering nearly 
300 performers. The band performed the short instrumental intro- 
duction and some of the more dramatic passages in a style that 
caused a regret that they had not more to do ; but the chief feature 
of the entertainment was the chorus, which was sustained, with a 
single slight exception in the last chorus, by the gentlemen of the 
Union, in an almost faultless manner. Notwithstanding the high 
qualities of both the work and the performance, the audience was 
so small that it scarcely occupied a half of t he available accommoda- 
tion. A Performance of Handel's Messiah was given in the 

same place on Saturday, the 7th ult.. under the auspices of the 
Abstainers' Union, who manage the Saturday Evening Concerts. 
The soloists were Madame Tonnelier (soprano). Miss Kirk (con- 
tralto), Mr. M. Smith (tenor), and Mr. J. G. Patey (basso) ; and the 
chorus was rendered by Mr. W. M. Miller's Tonic Sol-fa Choir, 
numbering about 200 voices. Mr. Patey was the greatest favourite 



with the audience; and his excellent singing fully justified the 
preference. His singing, and Mr. E. Bergers pianoforte accompa- 
niment, of the grand air, " Why do the nations," especially merit 
commendation. Madame Tonnelier Bang with a good style and 
execution, but her voice lacked freshness. Mr. Smith gave his 
music carefully, but a slight hoarseness marred his efforts.

of whom gave the utmost satisfaction. The part songs and glees 
with which the programme was agreeably varied were rendered by 
the Working Mens' College Choir, numbering about 40 voices, under 
the leadership of Mr. D. Steele. The band, conducted by Mr. Walter 
Parker, played a selection of miscellaneous music which was very 
well received by the audience. Mr. Charles J. Cooke presided at the 
pianoforte. 

Leeds.— On Monday evening, the 16th ult., the 

members of Dr. Spark's Choir, which is composed of many of the 
leading professional and amateur vocalists of Leeds, gave their first 
public entertainment, in the shape of a soiree musicak in the Stock 
Exchange which was attended by a select and numerous, as well as 
appreciative, audience. This young Society, which only commenced 
its operations last autumn, was formed with the object of more fully 
developing the amateur musical talent of the town, and for the 
rehearsal of operatic and classical music. The greatest novelty in 
the programme consisted in the selections from Weber's fier Freis- 
eJtvtz. and as an experiment certainly proved successful.

Handel's favourite air, " O, ruddier 
than the cherry." was also admirably performed by another leading 
member, who repeated a portion of it in answer to a very general 
demand from the audience. " By my sighs you may discover." by 
Beethoven, was also encored. On the whole the performance passed 

off most successfully and gave general satisfaction. Hatdn's 

Creation was performed at Leeds on Good Friday. The vocalists 
were Miss Whitham, Mr. Whitehead, and Mr. Lambert. There 
was a good band and chorus. Mr. G. Haddock conducted. 

Liverpool. — A Complimentary Benefit Concert 

was given to Mr. George Hardie on the 27th March. The vocalists 
being Mrs. Skeaf. Miss Bennett. Mr. J. P. Willey, Mr. T. Loraine, 
Mr. P. Hughes. Mr. W. Bennet, Mr. T. J. Hughes, and Mr. George 
Hardie. Mr. Skeaf conducted. The audience wns numerous and 

enthusiastic. On the 17th ult., the Philharmonic Society gave 

its fifth concert for the year, the chief instrumental feature being 
Beethoven's Sinfonia in C Minor. The overtures to Mas miello, 
Figaro, and Romulus (the last, the composition of the spirited con- 
ductor, Mr. Alfred Mellon), were also very brilliantly performed. 
The solo vocalists were Madlle. Louise Li eh tmay, Madlle. Bettel- 
heim, Mr. Tom Hohler and Mr. Santley ; Mr. Holder's fine voice 
being on this occasion heard for the first time in this Hall. Mr. I 



Santley's superb performance of Gounod's Nazareth was, however,

Beale, Webbe, 
Bishop, ifcc, and effectively rendered by the performing members, 
Messrs. Haswell, Cook, Crowther, R. Eyans, J. B. Clarke, 
E, Foulkes. Deakin, W. Roberts, Henry Roberts, T. Armstrong, 
aud T. J. Hughes. Mr. Skeaf presided at the Pianoforte. 

LYDNEY.^On Monday evening the 9th ult., the 

Choral Society gave its last Concert for the season in the School 
Room. Romberg's " Lay of the Bell " formed the first part of the 
performance, and was performed with much care and effect. The 
second pa**t was miscellaneous, and comprised the overture to 
Zampa, "The Chough and Crow," Barnby's "Sweet and low." and 
H. Leslie's beautiful Trio ■' Memory," sweetly sung by the Misses 
Woods, Chalk, and Mr. G J. Keeling, and several other popular and 
pleasing pieces.

Instrumentalists, Mrs. W. Morgan, Mr. T. W. Dituncey, 
Mr. H. Morse, Mr. Savory, and Mr. G. Parsons. The programme 
was a very good one, and all the pieces were well received. 
Miss Trotter was particularly successful in " I could never be 
happy alone," being loudly encored; and Miss Corby, who has 
i very sweet voice, gave great satisfaction in her rendering of 
'Five o'clock in the morning." A Violin Solo, by Mr. H. Morse, 
was excellently played and enthusiastically applauded. 

Paisley. — The Oratorio of the Creation was per- 
formed on the 5th ult., by the Paisley Musical Society, in the Abbey. 
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Of the performance of this work by the members of the Society we 
can thoroughly speak in terms of the highest commendation. 
They have been singularly fortunate in having secured the services 
of such a trio of admirable singers as Madame Tonnelier, and 
Messrs. Lambert and Smith. These rendered, in most admirable 
style, the various pieces which they sang. The singing of Madame 
Tonnelier in the air " The marvellous work," and especially in 
"With verdure clad," was much admired. Mr. Lambert's principal 
air, "Rolling in foaming billows," was given admirably, and the 
light and shade which he threw in throughout gave much effect to 
the piece. Mr. Smith has a good tenor voice, and did full justice 
to the various pieces he performed, while the three executed in 
capital style the trios which are liberally interspersed throughout 
the Creation. There are fewer choruses in the Creation than in the 
Messiah, and therefore the powers of the Association were not very 
severely tried, but the choruses were rendered in a masterly style. 
" Achieved is the glorious work " and the final chorus were sung 
with much force and precision, and those concerted pieces, in which 
the three professionals took the chief part, and were supported at 
intervals by the chorus, seemed to be listened to, and much enjoyed 
by the audience. The instrumentalists were exceedingly good, and 
performed their part with vigour and skill, accompanying, especially 
the solo singers, with judgment and feeling. In saying that Mr. 
Lorimer was the conductor, we say enough to prove that the Ora- 
torio was given with precision and effect, while all that could be 
done in the instrumental department was effected by Mr. Hoeck 
and his able coadjutors. Valuable service was also given by some 
of the members of the Glasgow Choral Union. Seldom in Paisley 
has there been an Oratorio produced in such a finished and impres- 
sive style; and we rejoice that, on an occasion when such faultless 
rendering of a real work of art was given, that so large a number of 
the Slite of Paisley were present. We have not the slightest hesi- 
tation in saying that the result of the evening will be, not merely 
an increased love for sacred music, but a strong desire to contribute 
to the support of an association which strives disinterestedly to 
bring before its fellow citizens the highest musical ability. 

Prescot. — A Concert was given by the Harmonic 

Society on Wednesday evening, the 4th ult., at the Town Hall, under 
the conductorship of Mr. Armstrong. The programme consisted of 
miscellaneous music, the principal vocalist being Miss Armstrong, 
who never fails to prove herself not only an acquisition, but a great 
favourite in the Concert-room, and on this occasion she more than 
sustained the reputation she has so worthily acquired. Mr. Billiene 
Porter, of Birkenhead, varied the entertainment byplaying two Solos 
on the Pianoforte, and in the second one narrowly escaped an encore. 
The concerted music was much appreciated, and the manner in which 
it was performed reflected great credit upon the ability and teaching 
of the conductor. During the interval an opportunity was taken of 
presenting to Mr. Armstrong a very handsome timepiece, a fund for 
which was raised by subscriptions from the various members of the 
Society, &c. Mr. Samuelson, of Huyton, kindly took the chair 
during the presentation, and in a few opening remarks eulogised 
very highly the musical ability and talent of Mr. Armstrong, as 
well as his private character and virtues, after which he introduced 
Mrs. Matthew Simcock, who came forward (on behalf of the 
Society) to read an address, which was engrossed on vellum by Mr. 
Berry, and illuminated by Mrs. Simcock, and to present the testi- 
monial. Mr. Armstrong feelingly acknowledged the compliment, 
and congratulated the Society on the progress they had made since 
he took them in hand, about three years ago, which he attributed 
more to their own perseverance and attention than to any particular 
ability on his part. 

Pltjmstead. — Miss Lucy Clark, Organist of St. 

James's Church, Burrage Town, Plumstead, gave her first Concert 
to the seat holders of the Church under the patronage of the Rev. 
A. Robertson, Incumbent, in the St. James's School-room, March 
21st, assisted by her choir and friends. The programme was 
divided into two parts, sacred and secular. Mrs. Emmott and Mr. 
Davies sang Solos, and received several encores. Miss L. Clark 
performed on the Harmonium and Pianoforte, and was joined by 
Mr. Colquhoun in a Duet, receiving in each case considerable ap- 
plause. The National Anthem being sung, the Concert terminated 
very successfully. 

Ramsey, Isle of Man. — The Ramsey Choral 

Society gave its second Concert in the National School on Tuesday 
evening, the 10th ult., in aid of the Local Charities, the room being 
crowded with a very fashionable audience. The first part of the 
programme consisted entirely of Sacred Music, selections being 
taken from the Messiah, Creation, and Elijah. The choir of thirty 
voices, under the leadership of Mr. J. E. Webster, sang the 
Choruses, " Lift up your heads," " For unto us a child is born," and 
"The Heavens are telling," with remarkable steadiness and pre- 
cision, as also the Glees in the second part, "Blow, Blow, thou 
winter wind," " Come see what pleasure," and the spirited Madrigal, 
"Soldiers brave and gallant be," the light and shade being very 
nicely marked. Miss Butler presided at the Grand Pianoforte. The 
Society was assisted by a party of instrumentalists, who rendered 
efficient service in the Choruses, their playing of the Overture to 
Masaniello in the second part receiving a well merited encore. 

Reading. — A Concert was given by Mrs. E. P. 

Freeman, at the Town Hall, Easter Monday evening, and so far as 
the performance was concerned proved highly successful, but owing, 
probably to the circumstance that many persons were absent for the 
Easter holidays the company was not so numerous as could be 
desired. The vocalists were Miss Rose Hersee, Mrs. E. Freeman, 
Mr* A. Lester, Mr. Chaplin Henry ; and the London Quartette Union 



also took part in the entertainment. Miss Hersee sang " The 
Nightingale's Trill," in which she was much applauded. Mrs. Free- 
man's songs were also well received, amongst others, Blockley's 
" Evangeline," which was encored. Of the remaining artistes it is 
unnecessary to say more than that they thoroughly deserved the 
applause bestowed upon them, but we must not close this brief 
account of this Concert, without acknowledging the brilliant per- 
formance of Mr. Walter Bache, the solo pianist and conductor. 

Rotherham. — On the 28th March Mr. C. V. 

Harding, Professor of Music, Parkgate, gave an excellent Concert 
in the large hall of the Rotherham and Masbro' Literary and 
Mechanics' Institute, under distinguished patronage. The audience, 
although pretty numerous, was not by any means commensurate 
with the merits of the concert. No doubt this was mainly attri- 
butable to the unfavourable state of the weather. Doubtless the 
fact of the concert being held in Passion Week accounted for the 
absence of many who would otherwise have attended. . The 
performers were Miss Augusta Clark, of Gloucester ; Mr. Brandon 
(Gloucester Cathedral), Mr. J. Holmes (solo violoncello), Worksop; 
Miss Bedford (pianoforte), Sheffield; Mr. C. V. Harding (piano- 
forte), Parkgate ; and Miss Hawson (a promising pupil of Mr. Har- 
ding's). Mr. Inkersall, who had been engaged, was unavoidably 
precluded from appearing. Sir H. Bishop's popular song, " Bid me 
discourse," was admirably executed by Miss Clark (soprano), and 
evoked a loud encore. She also, in a duet by Balfe, with Mr. 
Brandon, " Think a sailor is departing," acquitted herself exceed- 
ingly well. Benedict's song, "Rage, thou angry storm," gave 
Mr. Brandon much scope for the display of his fine baritone voice. 
His rendering of Shield's song, "The Wolf," was particularly 
commendable, and called forth a rapturous encore. Miss Bedford 
proved herself a very efficient pianist. The playing of Mr. Harding 
evinced the skill and knowledge of a master. Mr. Holmes's clever 
performance of "The last rose of summer," on the violoncello, was 
deservedly much appreciated. The concert was a success, and for 
his spirit in providing it, Mr. Harding merits the thanks of all the 
lovers of true music who were present on the occasion. 

Rotston. — The Amateur Musical Society of this 

place held on Wednesday evening, the 4th ult., itB eighteenth open 
meeting in the large hall of the Institute, under the direction of the 
talented conductor of the Society, Mr. G. M. Garrett, Mus.B. of 
Cambridge. The first part of the performance comprised three 
movements from Handel's Concerto in A, No. 2, Op. 7; Gounod's 
Psalm, "By Babylon's Wave," and his Carol "Bethlehem;" a 
selection from Handel's Saul, consisting of the Overture, the 
Choruses, " How excellent," " Our fainting courage," and the 
"Hallelujah," and the air, "O Lord whose mercies," and the 
" Recordare " quartet from Mozart's Requiem. The second part 
consisted of Auber's Overture to the Crown Diamonds; two Part- 
songs by Pim>uti and one by Barnby ; Bishop's Solo and. Choruses, 
"Spirits advance;" a selection from Verdi's Opera II Trovatore, 
cleverly arranged for the various instruments concertante ; and a 
Solo and Chorus MS., " Good night, farewell," by the conductor. 

St. Ives. — The second Concert by the Harmonic 

Society was given in the Cora-Exchange on Friday, the 6th ult., to 
a large audience. Mr. A. D. Holloway was the originator of the 
Society, which now numbers about seventy members, who have 
been under his training for about six months, and all who were at 
the Concert must have come to the conclusion that both teacher and 
pupils have been most earnest in the work of cultivating first-class 
music. The programme opened with " The War March of the 
Priests," (Mendelssohn), which the Band executed with great spirit 
and precision. Masters Stevens and Bullard sang Handel's Duet, 
1 Hail, Judea," very prettily ; this was followed by " Arm, arm, ye 
brave," (Handel), sung by Mr. Steed with great boldness and 
accuracy, and the Chorus, " We come in bright array," was well 
sung by the Choir, accompanied by the Band. The first part con- 
cluded with the Chorus, " Sing unto God," (Handel). The second 
part consisted entirely of secular music. 

Stockbridge, Hants. — A very successful concert 

took place at the Town Hall, on Wednesday, the 4th ult., in aid of 
the Church Building Fund. The choruses, *fcc, were performed by 
members of the Choral Society, assisted by several ladies and gen- 
tlemen amateurs ; the only professional assistance being that of 
Mr. Kenningham, of Salisbury Cathedral. Mr. Alfred Noyce 
conducted. 

Swansea. — The Music Hall was crowded on the 

12th ult., at the Grammar School Concert. A large proportion of 
the vocalists consisted of pupils of the Institution, and they were 
ably assisted by a considerable number of amateur musicians of the 
town. The chorus numbered upwards of 100 voices. Mr. Edmund 
Kirwan, of Limerick, was the principal tenor, and Mr. Jones- 
Hewson, of Swansea, the bass ; the principal soprano was James 
(Major), of the Grammar School". The chief instrumentalists were 
Messrs. Brock and Ternon, first violin ; Messrs. Perman and James, 
second violin ; Messrs. Jowett and Nettell, violoncellos ; Messrs. 
Penrose and Noad, flutes. Mr. J. W. Morris acted as chorus-master ; 
Sir F. A. G. Ouseley presided at the harmonium, and Mr.- Clutter- 
buck at the pianoforte. The Rev. C. Heartley conducted. The 
feature of the concert was an Oratorio called The Martyrdom of 81. 
Polycarp, by Sir Frederick A. Gore Ouseley, Bart., M.A.,- Mu?. Doc, 
Precentor of Hereford, and Professor of Music in the University of 
Oxford. This work appears to have created a profound impression 
upon the audience; and the local press speaks in the most glowing 
terms of the earnest and devotional character of the music, an 
opinion which we hope to have an opportunity of endorsing by its 
performance in the metropolis. During the evening Sir F. Ouseley 
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gave an extempore solo on the pianoforte, including the melodies of 
the choruses and songs given up to the time in the second part, and 
being enthusiastically encored, he performed one of Mendelssohn's 
" Songs without words." The concert was extremely successful ; 
and the singing of James (Major), Jones (Major), and Williams 
(Major), is mentioned in the highest terms of admiration. "We 
understand that Sir Frederick Ouseley has kindly offered to give an 
annual prize to the boy who has attained the greatest musical pro- 
ficiency in the school. 

Sydney. — The Concert of the Tonic Sol-fa Society- 
was extremely successful, and was rendered additionally interesting 
by the first performance of a Cantata, entitled, Under the Holly, the 
words by Mr. Whitworth, and the music by Mr. J. C. Fisher, the 
conductor of the Society. The music of this cantata appears to be 
of a most pleasing character, but without possessing much claim to 
originality. Several of the songs and choruses were well received ; 
and the introduction of the old carol, " God rest you merry gentle- 
men.*' sung by a band of children in the distance, produced an ex- 
tremely pleasing effect. -— - The Orpheonist Society's Concert is not 
spoken of in the highest terms by the paper forwarded to us, 
although much praise is given to Mr. D. Collen, for a violin solo, 

and to Mr. Deane, for a violoncello solo. A precocious violinist 

(only six years of age) named Molteno, has created quite an effect 
at a concert ; but we are happy to hear that he is only thus early 
thrust before the public to enable his parents to obtain sufficient 
funds to give him such an education as his talents seem to demand. 

Ticehurst. — Two Concerts (morning and evening) 

of vocal and instrumental music were given in the School-room on 
the llth ult., by the Church Choir and several amateur friends, in 
aid of the Choir Fund. The whole of the music was given in good 
style, and highly appreciated by large and fashionable audiences. 
The Pianoforte Solos, a Duet for Pianoforte and Violin, and a Trio 
for Pianoforte, Violin, and Harmonium received great applause. 
The Rev. C Egerton conducted, and also performed on the Violin. 
Miss Tucker presided at the Pianoforte, and Mr. A. Newington at 
the Harmonium. 

Watford. — A very successful performance of 

Judas Maccabseus was given by the Watford Harmonic Society, in 
the Corn Exchange, on the 4th ult. The principal vocalists were 
Miss Statham, Mr. C. T. Tahourdin, Mr. F. Peel (the Society's 
Conductor), and Mr. R. Lansmere. Mr. Dawes (Organist of Ongar) 
led the instrumentalists, Miss Whitehouse presided at the piano- 
forte, and Dr. G. F. Flowers conducted. Notwithstanding the un- 
favourable state of the weather, the room was tolerably well filled 
by a highly respectable audience. The overture played by the 
band on this occasion was composed by Mr. Peel (pupil of Dr. 
Flowers) ; and the happy manner in which he introduced the most 
popular airs of the Oratorio entitles him to great praise. The com- 
position consisted of two movements — a Largo and Allegro mode- 
rato — the latter taking the form of a fugue, constructed on the first 
few bars of the air, " So shall the lute and harp." The concert, on 
the whole, was a musical treat to the audience, being the first time 
Judas Maccabxus was ever given in Watford.— [We insert the above 
notice as we received it ; but cannot help calling attention to the 
overture to Judas Maccabseus, by Mr. Peel, which is said to contain 
the " most popular airs " of the Oratorio, and to "entitle him to 
great praise." What the good people of Watford may have thought 
of the union of Peel and Handel we cannot say ; but we should 
recommend our composer in future to write entirely from his own 
genius; as, although Handel may be useful to him, we doubt 
whether he will ever prove useful to Handel.— Ed. Musical Times.} 

Wenlock. — A most successful Concert was given

School-room on Monday, the 9th ult., by Mr. H. B. Naylor, of 
Elsecar. The programme consisted of Songs, Glees, Pianoforte 
Solos, and Duets. The vocalists were Miss Harrison, Miss Kirk, 
Mr. Dyson, and Mr. Potter. Messrs. H. B. and G. Naylor and Mr.
